Plague Prevention, 


In continastion of the mioute of the 
meeting of November 30 on this 
subject, the following farther letter is 
ordered fr publication :— 


Council Room, 

Shanghai, December 19, 1910. 
81m, —n accordance with your verbal 
request I bave the bonoor to ackuyw- 
ledge the reosipt of your letter of 
November 25, informing the Council 
that the Consu'ar Body has approved 
‘the Bye-laws relating to Playae, as 
recently adopted at Special Meeting’ 
‘of Ratepayers, with the exception of 

that relating to Overorowdiny. 

These Bye-laws were origioally 
drafted in 1903, not in any sense as 
‘emergenoy measures but with a view to 
the gradual application of such radiment- 
ary sauitary principles as would briog 
the Settlement into line with modern 
sanitary practice ‘They will take bat 
‘a minor place in any adequate fatare: 
scheme for the prevention of Plague. 
For instance, in that relatiog to 
Demolition of Houses the words “by 
reason of any of ita inmates baving suf- 
fered from Plagae” forms a limitation 
which will render the Bye-law almost 
tscless in practice, since it provides in 
fact that no effort to check Plague 
shall take place ander this By 
until = bomac case hes actaally occar- 
red, and sball then be limited to the 
particular buildiog affected. 

After fall consideration of the sub- 
ject, however, the Council is of opinion 
that, owing to the difficalty of secoring 
wquorom at a Special Meeting of Rate- 
































payers, it is inadvisable to defer approval 
of the Bye-laws ax they now stand; I 


have therefore the bonour to request 
that you may be good enoog’ to travs- 
mit the Code to Peking for the 
sanction of the Diplomatic Body.

Translation of a letter from the 
Shanghai Taotai, Liu Yen-yi, to the 
Senior Consul, dated November 21, 1910. 


I have the honour to scknowledge 
receipt of your despatch as Senior Con- 
sol in which you ack me to call upon 
the authorities ia the regions adjacent 
to the Settlement to give all possible 
co-operation with the Manicipal ( sancil 
in giving effect to measures of sanitary 
investigation. 

Upon receipt of this despatch I 
commanicated with the General Police 
Barean, who now reply as follow: 

“Plague is a terrible evil 












taken in the adjacent Chinese territory 
to prevent it spreading thither. The 


Police Buresn of the Chinese area give 
their special attention to sanitary pre- 
jcantions and, ia parsasnce of the oum- 

ion now received we are issoing 
Proclamation ordering the individaal 
residents (o take precautionary measares 
and strive earnestly after cleanliness. 
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Baresn is as well arranging wi 
gentry for the establishment of « 
Hospital as a safeguard and for the 
care of cases. Will you be good enough 
to ask the Senior Consul to notify the 
Manicipsl Conncil not to interfere wi 
these matters onteide Settlement limits 

I have therefore the honour to com- 
monicate the abova for your information 
‘and that you may give notice socord- 
ingly.

Sin,—I bave the honone to ackeow- 
ledge ‘the receipt of your letter of 
December 6, enclosing a despatch from 
the Taotai containing the substance of 
communication addressed to bim by 
the Chapei Constabulary. 

From the closing sentences of your 
letter the Council observes that the 
Consular Body regards the tone of this 
despatch with some disfavour. 

The docament concludes with the 
customary request that the Coancil 
shall not intervene beyond the limite of 
the Settlement 

I trast you will express to the Teotai 
in reply the Council's satisfaction ia 
notiog that the terrible character of 
plague is fally realized beyond the 
Boundary, and that io i 
are being specially 
‘Decessary precautionary measures ac- 
cordingly.

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Deposite.—Relerence is made to a 
memorandom by a member of Conncil 
to the effect that payment of deposite 
is in every case demanded before con- 
nexion with the Monicipal msins is 
permitted, and that the effect of such 
policy is adverse to the best interests of 
‘the De In regard to the 
specific instance mentioned, the Engineer 
points out that the statement by the 
coptractors to the consumer wes made 
without sathority. In this connexion, 
the Chairman states that there is no 
intention of sltering the existing prec- 
tice in regard to these deposits, i.e. that 
they will te called for only when, in the 
discretion of the Engineer, they ere 
necessary to guard against the pomiti- 
lity of fivancial loes to the Department, 

‘Show Room and Lamp Depo. 
Attention is drawn to the fact that the 
signboard of this establishment in the 
Nanking Road is misleading, inammoch 
as the word ‘supply’ is applicable only 
to lamps, and it is decided tbat the 
hoard be altered to read “ Shanghai 
Manicipsl Council, Electricity Depart- 
ment, Show-room and Lamp Supply 
Depot.”
